london, March 30.— Pp ward of 160 
lives were lout in the sinking by Her­ 
man submarines of the African liner 
Falaba and the British steamer Aguila, 
bound from Liverpool for Lisbon. 
The Calaba, which was torpedoed 
in St. George's channel Sunday after­ 
noon, carried a crew of ninety and 
about 160 passengers, and of this only 
140 were rescued. 
Of those rescued 
eight died later from exposure. 
The Aguila hail a crew of fortv- 
two 
and three 
passengers 
and of 
these twenty-three of the crew and ail 
the passenger* were lost. 
in both cases, on .sighting the sub­ 
marine. the captain tried to escape 
by putting on ail speed possible, but 
the underwater craft overtook 
the 
steamers, showing that Germany now 
has nome of lier most modern subma­ 
rines engaged in the blockade opera­ 
tions against England. 
The captain of the Falaba, who was 
one ol those lost, was given five min­ 
utes to get his passengers and crew 
intr* tile boats, but, according to the 
survivors, before tills was possible a 
torpedo was fired, striking the en­ 
gine room and causing a terrible ex­ 
plosion. 
Many persons were killed 
and the steamer sank in ten minutes. 


T ra w le rs Hasten to Rescue. 
Trawlers which happened to be in 
the vi< inity rescued most of those 
who were saved; others got away in 
the

The Aguila 
wa* attacked off the 
Pembrokeshire 
coast. 
The 
subma­ 
rine. which in this case was the U-28, 
opened fire with her gun. stalls from 
which killed a woman passenger, the 
chief engineer and two of the cr**w. 
Even after tty* crew had commenced 
to lower the boats, according to the 
story of the survivors, the Germans 
kept up their fire and some of the 
boats were riddled with bullets. 
The captain of the trawler Ottilie, 
whom the commander of the subma­ 
rine told of the sinking of the Aguila, 
went to the rescue and picked up 
three boats containing nineteen of 
the crew. 
The fourth boat, which contained 
the other members of the crew, could 
not be found, and it is presumed she 
foundered. 
On their arrival at Fish­ 
guard several of the crew wore ban­ 
dages, having been wounded by the 
fire from the submarine.

The Falaba, which was torpedoed 
in St. George’s channel Sunday after­ 
noon, carried a crew of ninety and 
about 160 passengers, and of this only 
140 were rescued.

Annapolis, Md., March 30.— Empha­ 
sis on the “growing warmth of affec­ 
tion as well as of understanding” be­ 
tween the United States and other 
nations of the W estern hemisphere 
was laid by President Wilson in an 
address at a flinch given In his honor 
by Dr. Komulo 
S. Naon, 
Argentine 
ambassador, on board the new Argen­ 
tine battleship Moreno in Annapolis 
roads. 
The president spoke in reply 
to an address in a simitar vein deliv­ 
ered by Ambassador Naon. 
From the time of the president’s a r­ 
rival here on the Mayflower until his 
departure for W ashington his atten ­ 
tion 
was given 
to ceremonials 
and 
recreation. 
The lunch, exchanges or 
formal visits aud a golf game bere 
filled his time. 
Technically the president was on 
foreign soil during his visit to the Mo­ 
reno. 
“It is with great pleasure that I find 
myself In this Interesting company 
and In this interesting place,” he said 
in his address. 
“T here has obtained 
a custom of the United States which 
Huh seemed to umount almost to a 
superstition that the president of the 
United States should not leave its 
territory. 
"I do not know whether that was 
out of distrust to the president or out 
of precaution for the country - w hefti­ 
er there was fear that he Would not 
behave himself 
outside of his own 
Jurisdiction, 
or 
w hether 
it 
wa* 
thought thut he was absolutely neces­ 
sary to the country and its adm inis­ 
tration. 
I shall try on this occasion, 
ut any rate, to relieve the country of 
the fear of his misbehavior. 


Adm ires New Battleship. 


"I am 
particularly glad that this 
great vessel, which I have so much 
admired, should represent some part 
of the reciprocity Mud connection be­ 


t w e e n the United States of America 
and t h e great republic of the Argen­ 
tine.

"It is a fine thing to believe —and f 
believe It in the midst of this period

or a nation 
for which you cannot 
sooner or later acquire an affection. 
And the great advantage* of intermix­ 
ture, not only of actual intermixture 
of blood, but of com taut intercourse 
between nations, is that there grown 
up a common understanding. 
"I wunt to congratulate yon upon 
the completion of this ship and upon 
all that she stands for In tin* way of 
reciprocity between ourselves aud the 
g n a t country you represent and I 
v an! to express my feeling as presi­ 
dent of the United States that we are 
rapidly approaching a day when the 
America* will draw together us they 
huve never drawn together before and 
that it will he a union not of political 
ties, hut of understanding and mutual 
helpfulness 
“I wunt to drink to the health and 
siu cess of your president, your gov­ 
ernment. end, if I may, I wish to in­ 
titule your arnbsusador, for whom we 
have the greatest respect."

HARD TO SOLVE 


Neighbor Presents More Dif­ 


ficulties Than European War. 


NO SOLUTION YET IN SIGHT. 


Conditions Daily Growing Worse, and 
No On* Can Forecast the Outcome. 
Carranc* Gives No Promise of Being 
Better T h a n Hi* Predecessors, and 
Villa May Be Worse.

W ashington, March 30. 
I special. ]— 
'I’lie burdens of tho presold admiuistrn 
lion, which Speaker Glark says are 
greater than Biose of any president 
ainee Lincoln, are of a twofold nature. 
One is the situation in Mvxlco and tho 
other the difficulties caused by the war 
iii Europe. 
Of these file Mexican sit­ 
uation presents tho greater problem. 
As to the European war, we may 
steer chwr of entanglem ents; we can 
pocket our pride, accept rebuffs and 
put up with m any tilings from bel 
llgeronts th at might otherwise bring 
us into conflicts.

liquor, while the succeeding proces­ 
sion of presidents, ruling over only a 
small portion of the country, have 
been weaklings and failures. 
As to < a ria lira, In* gives no promise 
of being ladler than any of his prede 
censors, while Villa threatens to be 
worse. 
And in no particular lines the 
situation improve. 
No one eau pre­ 
dict w hat is likely to happen. 
All we 
seem to ite doing is hoping ami pray­ 
ing for a silver lining beneath the 
dark cloud which hovers over Mexico 
and her people. 


Outside Obligation*. 
W hatever luny happen to Americans, 
however much and dastardly may bo 
tin* outrages com mitted against, them, 
the wrongs committed against the for­ 
eigners in Mexico imp4isc Bio greatest 
burden on the United States. 
We are 
under no particular obligation ie sn vt 
our own people after w arning them to 
get out of the country or, at least, our 
responsibility is only to ourselves. 
But foreign countries insist that their 
people and their property shall receive 
protection from the anarchy which pre­ 
vails Iii Mexico.
